He had visited a 
friend, he said, and was on his way 
home. The men _ pounced on _ him, 
knocked him down, beat and kicked 
him and took his gold watch and chain 
and $7. 

He said that his hat had been left 
lying on the pavement, but when he 
and the Sergeant went back it was not 
there. 

Jumped From Windows. 

When Andraveno telephoned to. the 
station and reported the robbery he was 
told by Lieut. Walsh that William Dun- 
woody, who recently escaped from the 
State Reform School at Boonville, had 
been seen entering the house at 1209 
Linden street half an hour before in 
company with another man, whose de- 
scription tallied with that of one of 
the men who robbed Shields. 

Patrolmen Miller, Kelly, McEnenny 
were detailed to accompany Andraveno. 
They surrounded the house, Mi.ler 
guarding the rear door and Kelly and 
McEnenny the front. Andraveno en- 
tered the house. As he was going up- 
Stairs two men leaped out, one from, 
the front and one from the rear. 

The one who jumped from the rear 
window landed almost in the arms of 
Millier. Tightly clutched in his right 
hand he held a gold watch and chain. 
The other man ran west on Linden 
Street and disappeared in the darkness. 

Can’t Explain Watch and Chain. 

At the Carr Street Station Miller's 
prisoner was positively dientified by 
Shields, as were also the watch and 
chain. The captive gave his name as 
James Hogan and said he lives at 2043 
Division street. Andraveno and Miller 
went to the home of Dunwoody at 2006 
Franklin avenue and found him in bed. 
His head was cut and bruised and his 
ankle was sprained. He was also iden- 
tified by Shields. 

Both men are held, warrants having 
becn issued charging highway robbery. 
They deny committing the robbery, but 
Hogan has no explanation as to why he 
juinped from a window with Shields’ 
watch in his hand. 

Three weeks ago Dunwoody was sen- 
tenced to serve two and one-half years 
in the Reform School for larceny, He 
was paroled by Judge Sale. A few 
days later he was arrested again and 
on conviction of robbery was sentenced 
to serve three years. Wednesday he 
escaped from the Reform School and 
the police had been searching for him, 
as they had a tip that he came direct 
from Boonville to St. Louis.

Citizen Has a Pian. 

Charles T. Dana, one of the most 
energetic advocates of ‘“‘lid’’ enforce- 
ment, told a Post-Dispath reporter that 
on the advice of his attorney he had 
decided net to sign an affidavit under 
the derelict officials law for the reason 
that there was some question about the 
legality of that statute, while upon the 
ether hand a way had been found to 
enforce Sunday closing without résort- 
ing to the derelict act.

Me 
husband also has a little grocery store 
and he can make enough money out of 
that to keep his family.”

He was 
put out of business by Mrs. Hatfield. 
When she learned that Mrs. Matthews 
was fighting to put Matthews out she 
went to West Alton and aided her in the 
anti-saloon campaign.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 24.—This 
official statement from the President 
was issued last night at 9 o’clock by 

Secretary Loeb: 

“Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 23. 

‘This conference this aftefnoon be- 
tween the President, Acting Secretary 
of the Navy Newberry, Rear Admiral 
Brownson, Chief of the Bureau of Nuvi- 
gation, and Rear Admiral Evans was 
to decide some of the vcetails in con- 
nection with the fleet going to the Pa- 
cific. 

“The fleet will consist of 16 battle- 
ships and will start some time in De- 
cember, going through the Straits of 
Magellan and up to San Francisco, and 
it will probably also visit Puget Sound. 

“The question of the route by which 
it will return to the Atlantic has not 
as yet been decided. 


Destroyers Will Go Also. 


“The destroyer flotilla will ‘eave for 
the Pacific about the same time as the 
fleet, but will not accompany it.”’ 

The conference was nade remarkable 
by two things. It resulted in Mr. 
Roosevelt making up his mind what 
he will do with the battleships and it 
was the occasion of Rear Admiral Ev- 
ens undertaking the role of a diplomat. 

When Evans reached here Friday aft- 
ernoon at 3:19 o’clock, three hours late 
in answering the command to attend 
at Sagamore Hill, he said that he 
would see the newspaper correspondents 
on his return to the station and if there 
was anything he could tell he would 
tell it. But he did not return to Oyster 
Bay. 

When he and Admiral

Let the light be turned on, then, without delay 
and let no guilty man escape. 

We have in this land too much of the lust of 
wealth, of the lust of power and of the lust of 
lawlessness, but the worst of these is the lust of 
lawlessness.

THE “HIGHER-UPS” OF POLICY. 

The view which seems to prevail in the Circuit 
Attorney’s office that the men “higher up” in the 
swindling policy business cannot be reached un- 
less it can be shown that they follow gambling as 
an avocation must be highly agreeable to the 
higher-ups. 

Under that theory almort any offender might 
plead immunity from prosecution if he could 
establish the fact that he had or pretended to 
have some honorable occupation. 

Such a contention if generally applied would 
make it impossible to convict any criminal who 
Most 
offenders, of course, are men who are engaged 
with much regularity in work or business, and it 
has not been customary to plead that fact in 
extenuation of crime. 

Policy is a swindling gambling game which 
thrives on the idleness, avarice and degradation 
of the poor. In nearly every large city there are 
men higher up who thrive on the promotion of 
policy, and St. Louis is no exception to the rule. 
In: the one case the offense is open and flagrant. 
In the other it is concealed and ashamed. The 
law is no respecter of persons. 

Not much progress will be made in breaking 
up the policy evil so long as prosecutions are 
confined to the wretched habitues of the alleys 
and cellars. The men higher up must be reached 
and no plea of respectability must be permitted 
to excuse them. If they cannot be reached in one 
way they can be in another. 

The Circuit Attorney’s office will hardly hope 

to maintain its present position. The Police De- 
partment and the courts have done much, but 
they cannot do all unassisted. 
There is reason to believe that the Circuit 
Attorney’s office is too profoundly impressed with 
the avocations of the men higher up. They are 
not deserving of so much consideration. 
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Mr. Cannon’s attempted reformation in the mat- 
ter of smoking cigars will interest the country 
only a little. Smoking by a man of 70 or there- 
abouts is pardonable. What the people would like 
to know is when the Speaker is going to stop

Umpire Stafford is a young man— 
young as an umpire at all events—and 
he has lots of time to improve, but it 
is hard luck that he should be doing his 
apprentice work here in St. Louis right 
now. There was no question about the 
Philadelphia player being out at first 
base in the opening inning of yester- 
day’s game. The man was out by at 
least five feet, and he turned to go to 
the bench. It was the third out and 
the Philadelphia men all started for the 
field. But Stafford said safe and that 
gave the Athletics a run which eventu- 
ally proved to be enough to win the 


Should Do It Very Cleanly. game. 


No one accuses the young Mr. Stafford of being dishonest—that is, 
no one except a few thousand fans in the grand-stand who accuse every 
umpire of being crooked when a decision goes against the home team. But 
Mr. Stafford is inexperienced without a doubt, and he must see the play 


very clearly before he is sure of himself. 

The Athletics are quite as likely to get the worst of his decisions as 
are the BBrowns, and the baseman making an out should do it very cleanly. 

But for Umpire Stafford the Athletics would have been in second place 
today, with the White Sox on top. Perhaps it should not be put that 
strong, either, for yesterday’s game would have gone into extra innings, 
and the Quakers might have won, but Powell was pitching great ball and 
the Browns were getting the best of the hitting. 


F the Athletics can nail the Browns 
to the diamond in both games this 
afternoon they will have a fair sort 

of a lead over the Chicago White Sox 
even if the latter team beats the High- 
landers again today. 

The race for the flag is certainly a 
red hot one and very much more inter- 
esting than the fight in the National 
body, where the Cubs have everything 
thelr own way. Just here, by way of re- 
mark, it might be well to note that the 
Brooklyns beat the Cardinals again yes- 
terday afternoon, this time by a score 
of 8 to 2. 

With only a few points in percentage 
separating the four leading clubs, after 
four months and a half of play, the 
pennant race in the American League is 
without doubt the closest in the thirty- 
one years of major league baseball. 
With Philadelphia, Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland battling tooth and nail from 
now until the season ends on Oct. 6, it will take a wise prophet to pick the club 
that will battle next fall with the Chicago Cubs for the world’s champion- 


ghip, now held by the Chicago White Sox. 

The Philadelphia fans at the present writing appear to be the most confi- 
dent. They figure that the Athietics will land the pennant, first, because 
Manager Connie Mack can get more effective work out of an ordinary lot of 
ballplayers than any other manager. Since he went to Philadelphia he has 
twice imbued his men with the winning _ spirit and captured the 
American League pennant. Not the least of his hoffors is that of being the 
only man in the world who has ever succeeded in doing anything with the 
famous Rube Waddell. 

- Mack is an old ball player himself. In the '80s he was the receiving end 
of the “Song and Dance battery,”’ Gilmore and Mack, with the Washington 
club. Gilmore soon ‘‘blew up,’’ but Mack was one of the best catchers in the 
country for years. 

Philadelphia experts base their hopes for the Athletics on the fine showing 
made by the Eastern clubs agaist the Westerners during the present Western 
trip. It was entirely unexpected that the Highlanders would take three out 
of four from the Detroit Tigers or that Washington would beat the White Sox 
two out of three. The Quaker City enthusiasts believe that the Athletics, dur-

BOWERMAN VERY 
SERIOUSLY HURT 





NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—Frank Bower- 
man, the veteran catcher of the New 
York club, is in the Washington Heights 
Hospital suffering from concussion of 
the brain, the result of being hit on the 
head by a pitched ball delivered by 
Pitcher Howard Camnitz of the Pitts- 
burg club. 

Bowerman was at bat in the second 
inning of yesterday’s second game at 
the Polo Grounds when Camnitz lost 
control of a “spit ball.’”’ The ball hit 
Bowerman with terrifice force on the 
left side of the head, just back of the 
temple. The big catcher fell limp and 
unconscious on the home plate quiver- 
ing from head to foot. Four players 
carried him to the bench, where he was 
partially revived by Dr. W. M. Wolf, 
who volunteered his services. Bower- 
man remained in a dazed condition and 
was unable to converse rationally. Be- 
fore the game was over an ambulance 
took him to the hospital, where an ex- 
amination showed he was suffering from 
concussion of the brain. The injury is 
similar to that receved by Roger Bres- 
nahan when he was hit by a pitched 
ball by Oakley of Cincinnati.

“WHEAT CLOSED 


FRACTION HIGHER 


Prices Fluctuate Nervously in Up- 
and-Down Market—Support 
Was Good. 








SLIGHT GAIN IN CORN 





Oats Dull and Inactive—Large 
Movement and Good Export 
Demand Continue. 





Saturday's session on the local wheat 
market was «4 nervous, irregular affair, 
and at the close prices were %c higher 
for the day. Liverpool a les on wheat 
closed unchanged to %d higher, and 
Paris closed unchanged to 4c higher on 
wheat and 4c to %c higher on flour. 
Berlin wheat closed %c. to lc higher, 
and Budapest wheat unchanged. 

It was an “up and down” market on 
thé local exchange, trading being active, 
and prices nervous and irregular. The 
sentiment was mostly bullish, though 
the opening, due to some selling on the 
failure of Liverpool to again advance, 
was %e lower. Private cables were 
firm, however, and exporters reported 
that the foreigners’ bids were keeping 
up with the advances in this country, 
and prospects of foreign countries con- 
tinuing to take American wheat at the 
present prices were reported good. The 
weather in the Northwest has moderat- 
ed, and though it is some cooler in Can- 
ada. climatic conditions there are said 
to be very good. There were numerous 
frost damage reports from the North- 
west and Canada, but the damage done 
is as yet problematic, and the messages 
both denying and reporting frost made 
for a nervous market. The weather in 
the winter wheat belt has also im- 
proved, being warm and clear in most 
sections now. Threshing is still crip- 
pled, however, and reports of damage to 
wheat in shocks from the recent rains 
were received and farmers’ deliveries 
continue light. The movement of winter 
wheat to the western markets continues 
heavy, but the shipments are also stead- 
ily increasing, and the good interior 
movenfent of wheat for export contin- 
ues. A good shipping and milling de- 
mand for wheat existed at most mor- 
kets, and stocks did not increase to any 
extent. A strong export demand again 
was in evidence. 

After a fractional decline at the start 
prices were bid up sharply to about ce 
above Friday's close. Prices were rather 
cull at the advance for some time, but 
some rather liberal !ong liquidation set 
in later and prices were again de- 
pressed. The profit-taking sales were 
well taken, however, and a good de- 
mand existed throughout. Prices ranged 
back to slightly under Friday's close, 
but was bid up to a small advance just 
before the close, which was %c higher 
ror the dav. 

A good cash demand for wheat ex- 
isted and offerings were somewhat 
freer. Prices ruled about steady. Local 
receipts of wheat were 118,298 bu, against 
41.485 buvlast year, and shipments were 
104,800 .bu. Chicago receipts of wheat 
were 187,483 bu, against 196,400 bu last 
year, and shipments were 46,333 bu. 
Clearances of wheat and flour with 
New Orleans and Baltimore missing, 
373,000 bu. 

Corn was faily active and was higher 
in price. The tone was nervous, and 
rather erratic fluctuations in a good 
renge were made. There were very dis- 
couraging reports on corn, especially 
from Iowa, and the predictions that are 
being made that not much more than a 
half crop of corn will be raised is caus- 
ing farmers to hold on tightly, and is 
making cash corn quite a fancy article. 
This caused some good buying, as well 
as the %d higher cables, and the mar- 
ket recovered from some easiness at the 
start, the close being %e to %c higher 
for the day. 

There was a quite strong demand for 
cash corn, with prices again high. Lo- 
cal receipts of corn were 119,900 bu, 
against £2,600 bu last year, and ship- 
ments were 72,565 bu. Receipts of corn 
at Chicago Were 129,400 bu. against 196,- 
000 bu last year, and shipments were 
364,198 bu. Corn clearances were 132,- 
000 bu. 

Oats were dull and inactive, not a 
sale being made in any option during 
the session. .The movement of oats con- 
tinues quite heavy and a good volume 
was shipped also. The weather for oats 
is slightly improved, but damage re- 
ports are still coming in, though the 
latter, due to the slight interest in the 
market, are attracting little attention. 

Cash oats were quiet and prices ruled 
somewhat lower. Local receipts of oats 
were 161,000 bu, against 72.000 bu last 
year, and shipments were 66,605 bu. Re- 
ceipts of oats at Chicago were 347,000 
bu, against 399,710 bu last year, and 
shipments were 73,650 bu.

The funeral of Mrs. Elizabeth Wall- 
hauser, 8) years old, killed Thursday 
by a fall of 15 feet from a rear porch 
of her home at 1456 Warren street, to 
the brick pavement of the yard, will be 
held from the home of her son, George 
Wallhauser, an undertaker, at 2202 Do- 
dier street, Sunday. 

Mrs. Wallhauser was of 
George Walihauser, a 2402 
North Broadway, who died 12 years ago. 

Bhe went to the rear porch of the sec- 
ond floor Thursday afternoon to eat a 
banana. She was there alone. Mrs.

ST, LOUIS MEN WILL NOT 
LOSE ON THE TOLEDO DEAL 


Not Interested in the Sale of the 
Terminal Railway in 
That City. 

St. Louis financial interests will not 
lose a penny through the deficiency re- 
sulting from the of the Terminal 
Railway in ‘Toledo, O. 

It was stated in dispatches that the 
Commonwealth Trust Co. of St. Louis 
would lose $1,865,021.26 in principal and 
interest on the voonds. The trust com- 
pany is not in any way affected by the 
deficit, having simply acted as trustees 
for the bondholders, all of whom are 
Eastern capitalists. 

Harry E. King, special master in 
bankruptey, Friday reported to Federal 
Judge Taylor at Toledo that the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the road were 
insufficient to pay the principal and in- 
terest on the bonds. The road sold for 
$2,000,000 and there is due on the bonds 
nearly $4,000,000.
